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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is a response to the restriction requirement filed on 9/24/2008. 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of Group I, claims 1-12, 21-25 and 29 in the reply filed on 
9/24/2008 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point 
out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as 
an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 13-20 and 26-28 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 
9/24/2008. 

Specification 

3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: -A METHOD FOR TEMPORARILY 
INACTIVATING A WIRELESS COMMUNICATION DEVICE-. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 29 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
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required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. There is no such an 
electromagnetic radiation recited in the claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1-5, 21 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Kishimoto (US PAT. 6,700,061). 

Kishimoto teaches a process of forming a composite electronic component 
comprising steps of: enclosing the device (6) in a container and locking the container 
with a seal which prevents removal of the device from the container, the container 
comprising a signal shielding layer (16) comprises an electrically conductive layer (as 
per claim 4), the signal shielding layer being configured to surround the device as 
shown in Fig. 2 when the device is enclosed within the container to thereby attenuate 
the communication signal and render the device inoperable (see also col. 6, line 28 to 
col. 10,line 18). 
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As per claim 2 the device is spaced apart from signal shielding layer while the 
device is enclosed within the container as shown in Fig. 2. 

As per claim 3 the device is kept spaced apart from the signal shielding layer by 
inserting a spacer layer (28) between the container and the device enclosed within the 
container as shown in Fig. 2. 

As per claim 5 the metal (28b as shown in Fig. 10) is formed (equivalent with 
laminated or coated) onto the container. 

As per claim 23 the container is a bag (equivalent with covering a device) and the 
device is enclosed within the bag by placing the device in an open end of the bag and 
then sealing the open end of the bag as shown in Fig. 2. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 24 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kishimoto in view of Bemmels et al. (US PAT. 4,125,665). 

Kishimoto teaches all of the limitations as set forth above including an adhesive 
(27) to seal the container, but fails to disclose a pressure sensitive adhesive. Bemmels 
et al. teach a sealing tape including a pressure sensitive adhesive in order to provide 
high performance and excellent bonding. Therefore, it would have been obvious at the 
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time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to modify a 
conductive adhesive of Kishimoto by disclose a pressure sensitive adhesive as taught 
by Bemmels et al. in order to provide high performance and excellent bonding. 

As per claim 25 the pressure sensitive adhesive is resealable (see also col. 3, line 
63 to col. 4, line 6). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 6-12 and 22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
